The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1 ) PCT, because the 
subject-matter of claims 1 , 2 and 4 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT. 
Document D1 discloses a sealing ring suitable for use in sealing a casing of a motor 
(paragraph [0001]). |t is implicit that such a motor would have a rotor and a stator. In 
the detailed embodiment of D1 the seal is used in a pump. The pump has a pump 
housing 26 (cup-shaped part) and a cover 50 connected by screws 48 - see figure 6 
and paragraph [0022]. The seal 10 is an O-Ring (cf present claim 2) and is inserted 
into a groove 44 of the housing 26. The seal comprises ribs 18 which act as retaining 
means for better retention (paragraph [0006]. These ribs operate in conjunction with 
the inside face of the groove 44 (cf present claim 4). thus, claims 1 , 2 and 4 do not 
define novel subject-matter, Article 33(2) PCT. 

Document D2 discloses a sealing ring 10 with integral fixing rings 12 (cf present 
claims 3 and 8) that are secured over pins 32 of the casing (cf present claim 5) to 
keep the seal in place. From figure 1C it can be seen that the rings 12 are thinner 
than the seal (cf present claim 9). D2 does not discuss the relative sizes of the pins

32 and holes 17 but it would be a routine matter to make the holes slightly smaller for 
a more secure fit (see also document D4). Starting from D1 and seeking an 
alternative means to retain the seal in place it would seem to be a routine matter to 
use retaining rings as known from D2. In fitting a seal with such rings to the D1 motor 
the skilled person would automatically follow the method specified in claim 10. Thus, 
the subject-matter of apparatus claims 3,5,8 and 9 and of method claim 10 lacks an 
inventive step, Article 33(3) PCT. 

4. Document D3 shows that it is known to use pins with conical heads and thinner 
shanks to securely hold a seal member. Thus, the subject-matter of claim 6 lacks an 
inventive step, Article 33(3) PCT. 

This rather 
vague and imprecise feature would appear anyway to be a matter of routine
